3.4(b) Outdoor Housing Facilities, Shelter from the elements.... repeated failure to provide shelter structures 
that are accessible to each animal in each outdoor facility, and that are large enough to allow each animal in the 
shelter structure to sit, stand, and lie in a normal manner, and to turn freely 

3,6(a)(2)(i) Primary Enclosures. , . .repeated failure to construct and maintain primary enclosures so that they 
have no sharp points or edges that could injure the animals 

3.6(a)(2)(ii) Primary Enclosures.. ..repeated failure to construct and maintain primary enclosures so that they 
protect the animals from injury
